In response to the Official Action issued February 1 , 2000, please consider 
the following remarks. 

REMARKS 

Claims 15, 16, 18-24 and 26-33 are pending. Reconsideration is requested. 
Claims 21-22 and 33 stand rejected under 35 USC § 102 as being anticipated 
by Diedrich et al. This rejection is traversed for the following reasons. 
Diedrich describes the following protocol: 

Starting on day 2 of the menstrual cycle patients were treated with 150 I U 
FSH and 150 IU LH per day. On day 5 the dose of HMG was adjusted according to 
the individual reaction of the patient to the simulation, as was assessed by estradiol 
values and measurement of follicular growth. 15 patients were treated with 3 mg 
Cetrorelix daily s.c. and an additional five patients with 1 mg per day starting on day 
7 of the menstrual cycle and continued up to induction of ovulation with 10,000 IU 
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
